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introduction 


In this world of rapid technological change, busi- 
nesses and institutions, even those working in the 
same language and subject area, often create differ- 
ent terms to designate the same concepts. The 
federal government has not escaped this confusing 
proliferation of terms. The Translation Bureau of the 
Department of the Secretary of State of Canada was 
therefore given the mandate to standardize the 
terminology used within the federal public service. 
The Bureau has co-operated in various terminology 
projects, not only with interested departments and 
agencies but also with international standardization 
organizations. The resulting glossaries and vocabu- 
laries help improve understanding between the 
various groups of specialists and also facilitate the 
work of translators and writers. Since 1954, the 
Bureau has produced and distributed a large number 
of terminology publications covering a broad range of 
specialized fields.
